The CPA shall use the
medical history and the category specific heath questionsin the Integrated
Statewide Information System (1SIS). The CPA shall obtain the
information from:

* A referral form,

* A medica or clinical record,

* Appropriate SIS screens,

» Sdf-reported information from the parent/guardian, or
* A nutrition questionnaire.

If the CPA obtains information from any source other than the referral
form or nutrition questionnaire, the CPA shall document the sourcein
ISISin“Individua Comments.”
